Resolved by the City Council of the City of Austin:

That the certain specification for concrete sidewalks, curbing and gutters,
prepared by the City engineer and this day filed in the office of the Superintendent of
Streets and Public Improvements, be and the same are hereby approved and adopted as

the specification to govern al concrete sidewalk curbing and guttering work to be done by
property holders within the limits of the City of Austin.

The resolution was adopted by the following vote:
